known to art are being earried on. 


to and fro is I Yon every side.} 
Around these tabiéé is a good place to 
study human nature. The anxioud 
look of those who are waiting for the 
card to turn up en which they have 
staked their money, the triumphant. 
smile of those who have ‘“‘made a win- 
ning,” and the look of keen disappoint- 
ment of the loser—all can be seen at a 
single glance around the tables. This 
is the Truckee of to-day. All day 
long, from one end of the business 
town te the other, is a scene of great 
animation. Common laborers and 
teamsters are engaged in removing 
the debris from the burned district, 
preparing the way for the mason and 
carpenter, who are already on the 
ground and who are making the air 
musical with the merry tattoo they 
are beating as they fix the brick and 
timber in their respective places.

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DESERT LANDS. 


It seems that Nevada and her wants 
do not trouble the officials at Wash- 
ington very much. There is only one 
public building in the State and it 
seems that every sectional legislation 
is bounded by the State line of Neva- 
da. They come towards us from all 
directions, but never reach the Silver 
State. The history of the attempt to 
reclaim desert lands is an apt illustra- 
tion of our treatment. 

Some years ago Congressman Ken- 
dali, who represented Nevada io the 
Lower House of Congress, introduced 
a bill to encourage the boring of ar- 
tesian wells by giving grants of pub- 
lic lands to those who succeeded in 
getting flowing water on the deserts. 
_Bince then the idea suggested by him 
has been embodied in an Act of Con- 
gress making an appropriation for bor- 
ing artesian wells somewhere in the 
arii regions west of the Missouri river. 
Tle supervision of the work has been 
entrusted to Commissioner Loring, 
who has appointed Professor White, 
of Greeley, Colorado, and Professor 
Aughey, of Lincoln, Nebraska, to se- 
lect the place in which the work shal! 
‘be carried on. ~ The Commissioner in 
his instructions to Professor White 
chas confined the experiments to an 
area comprising the western portion 
of Dakota, Nebraska, a strip of west- 
ern Kansas, the eastern portion of 
Montana, Wyoming, Colorado and 
New Mexico,and about one-third of 
Texas. Nevada, which originated the 
idea, 1s to derive no benefit whatever 
from the Act of Congress.

EDITORIAL NOTKXS, 


The following is part of a law pass- 
ed at the last session: 

“‘Any person in this State, whether 
under the iufluence of liquor or other- 
wise, who shall, except in necessary 
self-defense, maliciously, wantonly or 
negligently discharge or cause to be 
discharged any pistol,gun or any other 
firearm, in or upon any public street 
or thoroughfare,or in any theatre,hall, 
store, hotel, saloon or any other place 
of publie resort, shall be deemed guil- 
ty of & misdemeanor. and, upon con- 
viction thereof, shail be punished by 
imprisonment in the county jail for a 
term not less than two nor more than 
six months, or by a fine not less than 
one hundred nor more than five hund-. 
red dollars, or by both such fine and 
imprisonment; provided, that no Sher- 
iff, Deputy Sheriff, Marshal,Censtable, 
Deputy Constable or other peace offi- 
cer shall be held to answer under the 
provisions of this Act for discharging 
firearms in the lawful ders ts of his 
of their duty. 


About fifty delegates were present 
at the Anti-Monopoly Conference at 
Utica Thursday. General Alexander 
S. Diven was elected President, and 
many Vice-Presidents were chosen. 
Horatio Seymonr delivered an address. 
An address was issued to the people 
of the State, also a platform of princi- 
ples adopted. The latter says: *‘Farm- 
ers, manufacturers and merchants 
alike demand that they shall have the 
advantages which accrue to them 
from their favorable position,and that 
the railroads they have chartered and 
endowed with privileges shall be oper- 
ated for their benefit, and not for their 
ruin.” The abolition of free passes to 
legislators was urged.

The Austin Reveille, in an article on 
the necessity of procuring Government 
title to mines says: Many prospectors 
do not realize the necessity of procur- 
ing a patent on their mines before 
_ knowing them to be of great value, as 
a certain preventative of any further 
litigation in regard to the matter. 
Thus many work away till they find 
good pay dirt, and when their claim is 
known to be really of value and the 
wners proceed to patent it, claimants 
pring up on every side and a long lit- 
igation begins, which results in, if not 
the loss of property, so much expense 
as to swallew up the profits for a 
long period. These false claimants, 
by the use of money or some techoi- 
cality of law, or in some instances pure 
cheek, can establish such a hold as is 
very difficult to shake off, as many 
heve found to their sorrow. The 
only way to prevent, to a certainty, 
an* such outcome is to have the patent 
procured atsoearly a stage of de- 
velcpment that no one will have any 
retson or excuse for interference. 
Then the properties can be worked 
and the owners feel perfect security 
in iis possession, whatever happens. 
Should it prove a bonanza, they have 
On the other hand, if 
it proves worthless, the loss is com- 
paratively trifing.

OUGHT TO BE INVESTIGATED. 


The Silver State is convinced that 
there is sonicthing rotten in the pres- 
ent mode of surveying Government 
lands. That paper says: 

Vhe appropriation made by Con- 
pier for surveying the public lands in 

evada for the current year was $15,- 
(000, but by the abuse of the Special 
‘Deposit Act passed for the benefit of 
settlers, che whole country is being 
surveyed at an average cust to the 
Government of $800 dollars per town- 
ship. The Governmeaot does not pay. 
cash fo: these surveys, but issues scrip 
which is receivable at par for public 
lands in any State or Territory io the 
This scrip is eagerly 
seaght for by land brokers, who offer 
90 cents on the dollar for it. We are 
informed that uoder this Act the Ring 
has applied for the survey of land in 
Nevada which will cost the Govern- 
ment $450,000, with no possibility of 
deriving any benefit from the outlay, 
as hundreds of thousands of acres of 
the lands which are being surveyed in- 
te townships would not support a 
jack-rabbit to the section. The Sur- 
veyor General, whose duty it would 
seem to be to inform the Government 
of the real condition of affairs,receives 
17 per ceat. of the amount charged 
for the surveys, and silently acquies- 
Ces in the abuse of the law.

Waat a Prominent Capitalist Finds to 
Say Avout auc eracteonte Building Mast 
aad West. 


Hon. Mark L. McDonald was a 
passenger on the overland west last 
week. He was fresh from New 
York. and ful] of news. He thinks 
the future is brighter ‘for the soast, 
but New York is the place for busi- 
mess. Its not very easy to get peo- 
ple to invest there, but when they do 
take hold of anything they never quit. 
There are oceans of money there, and 
all a body needs to do is to convince 
them that he is honest and that he 
has a paying proposition, and he can 
get all the money he wants. He says 
Nevada and Cal:furnia have been be-

low par there for a long time op ac-},, 


count of political disturbances etc. 
but they are growing into favor. He 
has been a year in the east, and in 
that time has made arrangements 
with parties to place the bonds 
to build a railroad from  Beni- 
cia to Santa Rosa, Cal. It will be 50 
miles long, and run through a fine 
-couotry with ne other road in sight. 
It will bring Sonoma county into di- 
rect connection with tide water, and 
give her a market place for her im- 
mense crops of wheat and fruit and 
for her fine lumber product. Benicia 
is destined to become the great grain 
center of California. Over 100ships 
have loaded there for foreign parts 
within four menths. The road will 
have wharves and elevators to handle 
apy quantity of grain. The line runs 
mear the redwoods, the finest body of 
timber in the world. It is estimated 
to contain four hundred and terty- 
seven billion feet of lumber. It would 
take a hundred saw mills three hun- 
dred years to cut out sueh a body of 
timber. Some of the trees are 60 feet 
in circumference, and 250 feet te a 
limb. Single acres of land have 
yielded over 500,000 feet. Tne road 
will cost $30,000 a mile. It is likely 
to be pushed 
THROUGH TO OREGON, 
in years, unless other roads are built 
by the great systems of one or other 
of the two States. It will be a stand- 
ard guage. Mr. McDonald is Presi- 
dent, and Gen. Ledlie, who built the 
Nevada Central, is Chiet Engineer. 
The name of the road is the Sante 
Rosa and Sonoma Central. In regard 
-to Nevada’s railroad system, there is a 
good deal of interest manifested in 
the east. Jay Gould is moving to get 
a complete system across the conti- 
ment. His Wabash road carries him 
from Detroit and Toledo or Lake Erie 
to Council Biuffs and Kansas City on 
the Missouri. Then he has the Union 
Pacific to Ogden, orthe Atchison. To- 
peka and Santa Fe to Denver and be- 
yond. He is uadoubtedly the moving 
spirit in the schemes of the mormon 
church, which are connecting Salt 
Lake with every corner of Utah. To 
connect the eastern system with that 
of Utah will be the work of a year in 
case any act of the Union Pacific 
makes it necessary. Gould is not in 
Union Pacific now much if any. Van- 
derbilt has the largest interest there, 
and is pushing the line to Oregon. 
The Wabash asd Texas systems are 
taking Gould’s attention, When his 
system gots to Utah he will either 
move on to California, or join some of 
the other lines. Mr. McDonald 
POSITIVELY ASSERTS 
that the California Central isa sepa- 
rate affuir,and has not yet enlisted 
Gould’s co-operation. He says Gould 
has not made any alliances as yet 
west of Utah. The Union Pacific has 
bought the Nevada Central, and it 
will doubtless be extendend, but with 
what purpose they have not told. 
There is sure to be one or two more 
roads through soon. Mr. McDonald 
gays he has no idea of making bis 
home in the east, If he goes there in 
will be to make money,and then come 
to California tolive. The climate in 
New York is awful.

SURVEYING THE LAND. 


How the Work ts Curried en Under the 
New Regulations of the Department. 


Last week the Silver State referred 
to the fact that a party of Government 
surveyors are in the field east of Fort 
McDermit. It has since been learned 
that two other surveying parties are 
at work over the Nevada line from 
McDermit to Oregon. A fourth party, 
comprising twelve or fourteen men, is 
at werk in the southern part of the 
county. .This party, the Silver State 
is informed by ex-Sheriff Miller, has 
surveyed the whole country near the 
Salt Marsh, and is working north up 
by Hot Springs towards Pleasant val- 
ley. The country which is being sur- 
ve@e@ is of no use whatever for agri- 
ltiral purposes. The valleys are 
alkaline or sandy plains, and the 
mountains are almost entirely desti- 
tute of grass or water. The men suf- 
fer from thirst and frequently have to 
travel twelve or fourteen miles to 
water. The lands are valueless except 
for what minerals may be in the 
mountains, yet they are being survey- 
ed into t-waships and sections at the 
expense of the public. This is done 
for no other purpose than to transfer 
money from Uncle Sam’s purse into 
the ,ockets of those who are in favor 
with the guardians of the Treasury. 
Under an Act of Congress for the re- 
lief of settlers on uosurveyed lands, 
any persou may deposit with a Com- 
missioner, appointed by the United 
States Court of the District in which 
the lands are situated, $800 in money, 
that being the average cost of survey- 
ing atowoship. The Commissioner 
then authorizes the Government sur- 
veyor of the District to make a sur- 
vey of the township, and receives the 
$800 for his services. The” person de- 
positing the $800 receives $800 in 
land scrip, which is receivable at its 
par value for Government land in any 
part of the United States. It is sup- 
posed that parties have entered into 
an arrangement for having the worth- 
less deserts ot Nevada surveyed into 
townships under this act. The actual 
cost of surveying one of these town- 
ships, that is putting up monuments 
every six miles on worthless lands, 
which no one will ever pay any atten- 
tion to, is probably less than $100, for 
which the Ring which has the work 
done receives $800 in land scrip, for 
which brokers readily pay 90 eents on 
the dollar, and which is as good as 
coin er greenbacks for purchasing 
public lands.” 

The parties in Oregon that exercise 
the Silver State are operating for Ben- 
son, of San Francisco. The one in 
Humboldt, and the three in Elko 
county beleng to Surveyor General 
Hatch and Don Barker. The &lver 
State is slightly in error in one or two 
particulars. The money is not depos- 
ited with a U. %.- Commissioner, but 
in the Treasury. Corner posts are 
set every mile,’ and stakes half-way 
between each two, to mark the 
quarter sections. Itis the policy of 
the Government to survey all the pub- 
lic lands, and the only harm can be in 
doing it too fast. The matter was 
discussed at the meeting in Salt Lake 
last year, when General Williamsen 
and all the Surveyor Generals and en- 
gineers of the West had a conference. 
Itis doubtful if a township can be found 
that has not at least one settler on it, 
and he is entitled to his land.

I wrote you from Portland over two 
moths ago, after seeing your people 
there—that is, 13 of the female por- 
tion of them—the young Dr. had just 
graduated and was too sick to see me. 
His mother said he would callon me 
at my hotel (kept by Brown, former- 
ly of the North Carson mine, the St. 
Charles. Good man and good mine 
and good hotel), but he failed to do 
it, so 1 don’t owe him anything for 
that visit. 

This is a good country, and a man 
could do well here if he had money 
enough to buy out the people and im- 
prove it. They are the slowest peo- 
ple on earth. ‘It takes the average 
Oregonian about six months to make 
up his mind about anything, except 
that he is suspicious of strangers and 
don’t like Californians or Nevadans, 
which is all the same to him. It will 
be some time yet before he finds out 
the difference. 

They have the name of bane web- 
footed, but some of them are cloven- 
footed. They allhave moss on their 
backs. 

One ean live very a up here, 
provided he can get anything to live 
on. Board and lodgings costs here 
from $4 to $40 per week, lodgings 
cost more than board. They would 
rather feed you on spring chickens 
than beef-steak, and the latter is only 
7 cents per pound. 

_A good sbop butcher with a large 
heavy hand gets geod wages here, 
whenever they can get a job—that is, 
good wages for this country, about 
$380 to $40 per month and what he 
can pick up around loose. All the 
butchers I know of own the shops in 
which they do their own work, and 
very little of it at that,for there is no 
money in the country, and it is about 
impossible to get a cent out of any-| 
body here except an emigrant. 

My wife wrote me the other day 
that you had gone to Arizona to open 
astore. She did not say whose store 
you was going to open, I guess slie 
did not know. 

I have managed to make about ex- 
penses since I came here by strict at- 
tention to business and a close observ- 
ance ef the rules of auxiliary book- 
keeping, with frequent visits to the 
wild strawberry patches to keep ex- 
penses down to the balance point. 

I am not doing anything now and 
cannot recommend you or anybody 
else to come to Oregon to make a 
living or anythiug else. Geese, to do 
well, ought to go north early in the 
spring. It has rained more than two 
thirds of the time since I came here, 
it is now clear for the first time. The 
State Fairis now in full blast here 
and is a perfect failure, except the 
races, and the attendance at them 
would not make one-quarter of a Sun- 
day School picnic in Carson, There 
18 nO money in Oregon and the people 
are discouraged. They sell pools on 
their first-class race horses for $1 for 
first choice in a race of six entries, so 


I did not stop to see, 
but I suppose a 5 cent nickle. 

As soon as the fair is over I am go- 
ing to eastern Oregon if I can get 
there. There is little use in trying to 
do anytning in the shower bath busi- 
ness in a country where it rains all 
the time. Iexpect to get back to 
Carson in about two months, If any- 
thing comes to my notice that I could 
recommend to youl will do so at 
once, and if you find ‘Anything more 
than you want please let me know 
and I will come and get it too quick, 
Yours truly, ORMSBY.

Indications of Other Large Enterprises 
Which Will Affect the West: 


We learn from reliable sources, says 
the Ogden Pilot, of activity on the 
part of the Central Pacific Company 
in planning for future lines of com- 
munication, which shows that the 
company has not been idle in matters 
pertaining to new routes. At Corinne 
& party of surveyors, with their teams 
and all necessary camp equipage and 
instruments, have rendezvoused and 
are getting ready to start upon a pre- 
liminary survey for a new route eAst. 
Another party of surveyors reached 
Ogden to-day and will soon be on the 


‘march for their field of operations. 


The plan embraces that of a road from 
& connection with the Central Pacific 
at Corinne, or Ogden, to a connection 
with the Chicagu & Northwestern at 
Yankton, Dakota. This line will be 
900 miles in length, passing through a 
a good country, with easy grades, and 
forming a cannection with one of the 
best companies in the East. It is said 
that a combination of the Central Pa- 
cific and the Chicago & Northwestern 
has been formed to build this counect- 
ing line, which will give the two roads 
a through line. A party of surveyors 
have started from the eastern end of 
this line, which runs through North- 
ern Nebraska, after crossing the Mis- 
souri River at or near Yankton. It 
appears that C. P. Huntington, of the 
Central Pacific Direetory, has been 
busy in perfecting his plans and that 
this new enterprise is only one of the 
extensive systems of new roads, ag- 
gregating several thousand miles in 
extent, which are to be built by this 
company. It looks asif their opera- 
tions in railway building would be on 
a scale of eyual magnitude with other 
similar schemes in the Great West. 
The Helena Independent says: 
Thomas L. Kimball and others, in 
behalf of the Union Pacific authori- 


ties, have filed in the office of the 


Secretary of the Territory articles of 
incorporation for the construction of 
narrow gauge railroads in Montana as 
follows: 

Continuation of the trunk line of 
the Utah & Northern from Dillon, 
Beaverhead county, via Three Forks 
and Bedford, to Helena. 

A branch line from Gellatin City to 
the Yellowstone National Park. 

_A branch from Helena to Sun River 
and Fort Benton. 

Continuation of the Butte branch to 
Deer Lodge and Missoula and ‘also to 
Walkerville.

A Catson Man Tries his Rand at Invent:

John Asberry, a man who has a 
little ranch on the suburbs of Carson, 
towards Swift Springs, has been un- 
able to secure: water to irrigate his 
land, and has finally solved the 
problem independent of anybody. The 
Carson Appeal says he dug a well 
thirteen feet deep and struck two veins 
of pure cold water. He then built 
& windmill at an expense of $40 which 
pumps 7,000 gallons of water upon his 
land every 24 hours. The windmill | is 
built entirely upon a new plan, en@- 
& caveat has already been filed prepare 
atory to securing a patent. The 
windmill consists of four boards about 
seven feet loog fastened to long arms 
projecting from an axle. The wind 
acts on the affair just as water acts on 
an overshot wheel. The wind only 
strikes the upper part of the wheel, 
the lower part being inclosed by a 
beard fence. Ina slight breeze the 
mill makes about twenty revolutions 
per minute, but in a guod stiff gale it 
flies so fast that a sliding board must 
be raised to shut off the wind. The 
wheel is connected with the plunger 
of the pump, and the water flows in a 
steady stream. The mill runs briskly 


| when some of the big mills costing 


$250 do not move. The success of 
this scheme would solve the problem 
of irrigation in Nevada. Any man could 
sink his well and erect his mill of 
rough lumber, and have his field irri- 
gated with an expense of $50, with 
his water-flow perpetual.

BASE BRANDING. 


@atting and Cauterizing Cattle Causing 
Considerable Cavil. 


Cattlemen estimate that there is an 
‘annual loss to the State of Nevada of 
a hundred thousand dollars by the 


“ branding of cattle and horses. The 


hide is so baijly cut up and seared 


that a loss of from 50 cents to a dol- 
Jar a piece is incurred. Old marks 
eost the hide about four bits, aud 
fresh burns that have not yet healed 
are at least a dollar’s damage. Ifa 
brand is laid on the animals ribs it 
spoils a whole side of leather, and yet 
it is done by a great many intelligent 
stock men. They gay they can see it 
further. There has got to be such a 
mixture of herds/in this State that a 
man has to nearly murdera “‘critter’’ 
in order to mark it so as to be able to 
hold it. There is so much buying and 
selling, so much driving of bands 
from Oregon Mexico and Texas that 
confusion worse confounded seems to 
reign. It is 

NOT AN UNFREQUENT THING 
for cattle dealera to have bands on 
their ranches coming from half a 
dozen different places, and when they 
come to add their own brands to those 
inflicted when the brutes were year- 
lings the animals look like Japanese 
puzzles. It used to be considered suf- 
ficieat to use aniron witha double 
letter or some character for each 
pwoer. This was registered with the 
eounty Recorder, and was well known 
all over the State. Some would have 
an ear mark others a dew lap, and so 
on. Now almost everybody has a 
branding iron of some sort, and al! 
the other marks too. A GazeETTE re- 
porter saw last week ona ranch ino 
Elko county, a éow that hada big 
brand ou the hip, another on the ribs 
One ear was cut so that astrip hung 
down and a point stuck up, and an- 
other section maintained its original 
position at right angles to the horn. 
The other ear had a slit the whole 
length of it. An iron had burned into 
the shoulder some time in the youth 
A dew lap the size of 
a small carpet sack hung down in 
front from the throat, and a chunk of 
skin had been cut out of the cheek 
and hung down beside the jaw. The 
conundrum suggested itself where the 
mext mau who owned her would get 
in his branding iron or kuife.

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A LAND LORD. 


Nevada Claims for a Citizen the Largest 
Private Land Owner in America. 


Col. Dan Murphy, of Halleck Sta- 
tion, Elko county, came to California 
in 1844, and may be said to have made 
the country pay him well for his 
time. He is now probably the largest 
private land owner on this continent. 
He has 4,000,000 acres of land in one 
body in Mexico, 60,000 in Nevada and 
23,000 in California. His Mexican 
grant he bought 4 years ago for $200,- 
000 cash, or 5 cents an acre. It is 60 
miles long and covers a beautiful 
country, of hill and valley, pine tim- 
ber and meadow land. It comes 
within 12 miles of the city of Duran- 
go, which is to be a station on the 
Mexican Central. Mr. Murphy raises 
wheat on his California land and cat- 
tle on that in Nevada. He got 55,- 
000 sacks last year, and ‘ships 6,000 
head of cattle a year rigat along. A 
GazeTTEe reporter asked him what he 
would do if he could sell all his land 
fora dollaran acre. He answered 
“buy cattle.”

DALY DEAD. 


How the Fearless Little Man Bore Him- 
self When Ais Life Was Sought in 
Bodie. 


The telegraph announces” that 
George Daly, well known on the Com- 
stock, was killed by the Apaches near 
Nutts Station, New Mexico, on Friday 
last. Mr. Daly was born near Port- 
land, Oregon, in 1842. He went to 
Virginia City in 1872, and was for 
some time foreman of the Hnterprise 
job printing office, afterward running 
that business on an independent basis 
with Wm. Sutherland. He was also 
Superintendent of the Fiorida mine 
foratime. In 1875 he went to Bodie 
at the instance of Mr. Yerington, and 
there acted as Superintendent of the 
Mono, Belvidere and Jupiter mines, 
later of the Real del Monte at Aurora. 
From there he went to Colorado as 
Superintendent of the Little Chief and 
other mines. IIe recently removed to 
New Mexico and assumed charge of 
several mines there. George Daly 
was & very wide-awake and enterpris- 
ing man, a staunch and true fricad, 
and a bitter but not unreasonable cne- 
my. He had nothing of the desperado 
or even of the desperate man about 
him.

When a great 
popular excitement, such as the late 
attemptsd assassination of the Presi- 
dent comes, these weak-minded crea- 
tures jump off the first wharf, tie 
themselves to the first rope they see, 
or point to their heads the first old 
rusty pistol they come across.
